Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record and, in particular, DE 19636123, does not disclose nor 
teach said oven as specifically claimed wherein same includes a grease removal 
conduit and drain with an end extending below a predetermined fluid level in a reservoir 
said reservoir further containing a fluid having a density different than that of grease. It 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified any of the prior art of record to include such elements in the 
context of an oven as specifically claimed as the prior art of record removes grease by 
means which do not require contact of said grease with a fluid having a different density 
in such manner as to facilitate more efficient removal of said grease while avoiding 
release of flavored gases to the surrounding atmosphere.
